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What Are They Hiding At the Garbage 


“The State is afraid to tell us what is going 
on with the Essex County incinerator.” 

This is the charge made at a Press Con- 
ference held April 5 by the Ironbound Com- 
mittee Against Toxic Waste (ICATW). The 
group has been trying to get reports about 
what is coming out of the incinerator’s 
smokestack since it began burning garbage in 
November 1990. The ICATW wants copies of 
the monthly monitoring reports which show 
what is coming from the smokestacks. The 
only report the ICATW got was November 
1990, which ICATW got from American 
Ref-Fuel, the incinerator operator. American 
Refuel promised to provide monthly reports, 
but no other reports have been received. 

ICATW also asked for the reports from the 
Department of Environmental Protection, 
from the City Council, from the Essex Coun- 
ty Board of Freeholders, but has not gotten 
any. 

Board of Freeholders President Parlavec- 
chio spoke at the Press Conference saying that 
the County Board of Freeholders has not 
received the information. 

“We’re very concerned in event the in- 
cinerator is exceeding the guidelines, and 
we’ve been allowing something to go on that 
we shouldn’t have,” Parlavecchio said.

Mr. Cohen also called for the incinerator 
to be shut down. 

Peter Montague from the Environmental 
Research Foundation in Washington D.C. 
also called for the incinerator to be closed. 

“Essex County and state officials have lost 
public trust because of the many foolish 
decisions they have made about garbage up to 
the present moment. More decisions by these 
same people, acting in secret and without 
public scrutiny and public accountability, does 
not bode well for solving the solid waste 
problems in any sensible way. It is clear that 
the N.J. DEP is trying to salvage a bad 
project. We call upon state officials to do the 
necessary analysis to reveal whether county 
residents might not save a lot of money by

simply paying off the bonds for this in- 
cinerator, shutting it down, and embracing, 
instead, a full scale recycling and composting 
program. Other counties in New Jersey are 
turning their backs on incineration. It is not 
too late for Essex County to consider the 
Bee 
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public, there are other problems with the tests 
at the incinerator. 

The tests for heavy metals and dioxin, 
substances which can create serious health 
problems, did not even begin until April, SIX 
MONTHS AFTER the incinerator began 
operating. “The people who live in the area 
surrounding the incinerator are guinea pigs 
for a bad experiment,” charged Madelyn 
Hoffman from the Grass Roots Environmental 
Organization (GREO) speaking at the Press 
Conference. 

The New Jersey DEP is also not doing 
tests on the incinerator ash to see if it is 
hazardous. “By allowing this ash to go un- 
tested - and thus withholding from people the 
information they need to make an informed 
decision about accepting or rejecting the ash 
in their community - the N.J. DEP is par- 
ticipating in an immoral and undemocratic 
process of polluting a community in upstate 
New York,” said Peter Montague. The ash 
from the incinerator is currently being sent to 
a landfill near Buffalo, New York.

Montague predicts that if it begins to burn 
at capacity, 2250 tons a day, the incinerator 
will produce 270,000 tons of ash a year, and 
in 20 years, will produce: 642,000 pounds of 
cadmium, 31.5 million pounds of lead, 1.1 
million pounds of arsenic, and 534,000 
pounds of chromium. These metals are health 
and life threatening, and continue to remain 
toxic for long periods of time. 

“Because the N.J. DEP is refusing to test 
this ash for its metals content and release the 
results to the public, it must be clear to 
everyone who looks into this matter that the 
DEP is confirming that this ash is embarrass- 
ingly toxic...Their silence on this matter is a 
shameful admission of guilt,” Montague said 
in a prepared press release. 

Montague pointed out that Essex County 
residents had been proven right on all their 
predictions about the garbage incinerator: 

“1) Incinerators are more expensive than 
the alternatives. 

2) Incinerators compete directly with recy- 
cling, which is a more appropriate way to 
handle municipal solid waste - recycling is 
cheaper, less polluting of the air, and less 
polluting of the land and water. 

3) Incinerators produce ash heavily laced 
with toxic metals, which must be landfilled 
somewhere, and which therefore present per- 
petual life-threatening hazards to whatever 
local community hosts the toxic-ash-landfill. 

4) Communities that host incinerators be- 
come garbage junkies, having to import gar- 
bage to feed their incineration habit. 
Incinerator communities become hooked on 
incinerable garbage.” 

Essex County has been importing garbage 
from New York, and is now trying to get 
garbage from other New Jersey counties to 
burn in the incinerator. 

The ICATW is planning to put pressure on 
the City Council and the Board of 
Freeholders to get the test results. For infor- 
mation on when the meetings are or how you 
can help, call 589-4668.

Foreclosure in New Jersey

The debt Following the 
Sheriff's Sale 


Under the law, other banks or lenders who 
have liens on the property can petition the 
court for surplus money in foreclosure ac- 
tions. Surplus money is money left over from 
the sheriffs sale, after the bank or mortgage 
company and the sheriff have been paid the 
amounts due them. An application for surplus 
money must be made by motion to the court 
which ordered the foreclosure with notice to 
all defendants in the action. 


tai \ Insured Mortgages 


“Departmen of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) is the agency in 
charge of all the federal housing programs. 
HUD controls federal housing funds and 
makes and enforces federal rules and policies 
affecting housing. 

The Federal Housing Administration 
(FHA), which is part of HUD runs a 
mortgage insurance program. The purpose of 
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the FHA program is to provide mortgage 
money to people who do not qualify for 
regular (conventional) mortgages. The FHA 
program provides mortgage insurance to 
about 10 percent of all U.S. home buyers. 

FHA mortgage holders are protected by 
certain additional laws, which seek to avoid 
having FHA-insured homeowners lose their 
homes through foreclosure. 

At a minimum, the bank may not begin 
foreclosure unless at least three full monthly 
installments are due and unpaid. If the 
homeowner has been making partial pay- 
ments, all such payments must be applied. 
Foreclosure cannot begin until the day after 
the due date that three full monthly payments 
are due and unpaid. 

There are three exceptions to this rule: 


— jaula roses 


or vacant for more than sixty days; 

e when the homeowner, after being 
clearly advised of his or her choices, 
has clearly stated in writing that he or 
she has no intention of honoring his or 
her mortgage obligations; and 

e when the homeowner owns two or 
more properties where tenants were 
paying rent. 

HUD allows the mortgagee to wait as long 
as one year from the date of the homeowner’s 
default before starting an action to acquire the 
property. 

Reinstatement of the mortgage must be 
permitted if the homeowner pays in a lump 
sum all amounts required to bring the account 
current. The lump sum payment must include 
foreclosure costs, reasonable attorney’s fees, 
and expenses associated with the foreclosure 
action. However, according to HUD, the 
bank is not required to reinstate the mortgage 
if: 

e within two years there has been a prior 

reinstatement; 

e reinstatement would preclude a 
foreclosure following a subsequent 
default; or 

e reinstatement will adversely affect the 
priority of the mortgage lien. 

HUD operates a mortgage assignment pro- 
gram, under which HUD is required to take 
over the mortgage inc certain cases to prevent 
foreclosure. The bank must notify the default- 
ing homeowner of his or her right to apply to 
HUD for an assignment of the mortgage prior 
to starting a foreclosure. The homeowner 
must then demonstrate to HUD: 


e that the “default” on the mortgage was 
due to things beyond his or her control, 
and 

e that he or she has a reasonable chance 
to begin making regular payment after 
a period of smaller or suspended pay- 


ments exceed 
months). 

If the homeowner makes this showing, he 
or she qualifies for the assignment program. 
The bank then sells the mortgage to HUD, 
and the homeowner avoids foreclosure and 
keeps his or home. He or she then begins 
making payment to HUD on the basis of a 
written agreement.

In deciding whether the default on the 
mortgage was due to circumstances beyond 


__the.-homeowner’scontrol,HUD.-must-first. 


determine the date of default. Under the 
assignment program, the date of default is 30 
days after the due date of the eldest unpaid 
installment, after the homeowner is given 
credit for all payments made. For example, if 
the homeowner made the January payment in 
January, the February payment in February, 
the March payment in April, the April pay- 
ment in June, the May payment in July and 
thereafter made no further payments, the date 
of default under the assignment program 
would be July 1. Any situation, such as the 
loss of a job, which took place before July 1, 
could be used by the homeowner as the cause 
of the default. 

If you are in danger of losing your FHA- 
insured home to foreclosure, immediately ask 
the bank or mortgage company to refer you to 
HUD's assignment program. If your request 
for assignment is turned down, but you still 
feel that you are eligible for it, you should 
contact an attorney.

Small Victories 


Several speakers pointed out that tenants 
have been able to achieve some positive 
progress in their buildings through organizing 
this year. Examples included: 

Douglass-Harrison tenants knocking down 
a proposed 21% increase to an 8% increase 

Tenants at McEvoy Towers getting rid of 
a manager who was not solving problems, and 
treating tenants badly. 

Amity Village tenants getting some action 
after the landlord illegally knocked down 
walls in their buildings, leaving apartments 
exposed to the open air. 

Tenants at St. James Towers winning on 
being able to keep their washing machines on 
every floor - a quality of life issue. 

Brick Towers got their broken elevators 
repaired by bringing pressure on elected offi- 
cials. 

In addition a number of new tenant or- 
ganizations have formed, and others are form- 


ing or reactivating themselves. The citywide 
Tenant Committee was able to publish 2 
issues of Tenant Action News, which links 
tenants by telling their stories and by publish- 
ing information on their legal rights. 

The preservation of existing affordable 
housing hinges on the strength of these tenant 
organizations to monitor problems and press 
for action in their own buildings.

Changes are 
not made unless there is pressure on 
politicians at each level to make them. Pres- 
sure comes in the form of effective organiza- 
tion of enough people around these housing 
issues. 

Those who live in buildings who are 
battling for the future of their homes, the 
homeless, and those who are concerned about 
the lack of affordable housing in Newark 
must join together to push for policies which 
will create housing. Some of these suggested 
policies were published in the report from the 
first Peoples Hearing in 1986. 

As one speaker put it, “the key to any 
change is organizing.”
